(Northwestern  Awarded  NSF  Grant  for  Summer  Institute 


Northwestern  State  College  has 
leen  awarded  a  National  Science 
oundation  grant  for  a  summer 
.nstitute  for  high  school  teachers 
>f  general  science.  The  NSF  grant 
or  the  operation  of  the  nine- 
veek  summer  institute,  June  6- 
Vugust  5,  1961,  totals  S65,600. 

Dr.  George  A.  Stokes,  associate 
trofessor  of  geography  and  ge- 
'logy  at  Northwestern  State,  who 
las  been  named  institute  director, 
tated  that  the  object  of  the  insti- 
ute  is  to  improve  the  subject- 
oatter    mastery    of    participating 


teachers  in  the  field  of  general 
science  and  physics. 

Approximately  50  junior  and 
senior  high  school  teachers  from 
Louisiana  and  surrounding  states 
will  be  selected  for  participation 
in  the  program.  Applicants  will 
be  selected  on  the  following 
points:  desire  and  need  for  pro- 
fessional improvement;  three 
years'  teaching  experience:  and 
academic  record. 

Although  teachers  will  be  given 
preference,  students  nearing  com- 
pletion   of   the    undergraduate    or 


graduate  degrees  will  also  be  al- 
lowed to  apply  and  be  considered 
for  institute  membership.  The 
majority  of  teachers  accepted  for 
the  program  wiU  be  from  Lou- 
isiana. 

Participants  in  the  institute  will 
be  awarded  stipends  upon  suc- 
cessful completion  of  eight  semes- 
ter hours'  credit  in  the  fields  of 
phvsics,  mathematics,  or  earth 
sciences.  The  stipend  will  be  for 
S675  with  an  additional  allow- 
ance of  $135  for  each  dependent 
and  S50  for  travel  expense.

Mrs.  James  Hamilton 
Resides  in  California 

Mrs.  James  Hamilton,  the  for- 
mer Sallie  Phillips,  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  first  graduating  class 
of  Louisiana  State  Normal  in 
1886.  A  cousin  of  the  Levins  sis- 
ters, she  was  reared  by  their 
grandmother  along  with  their 
mother. 

Following  graduation,  Mrs. 
Hamilton  taught  at  Normal  for 
four  years.  She  resigned  her  posi- 
tion to  become  a  missionary  in 
Brazil  in  1890. 

In  Brazil,  she  met  and  married 
Rev.  James  Hamilton,  an  Irish 
missionary.  The  couple  founded 
the  Methodist  Church  in  France, 
Brazil,  in  1899,  and  served  for 
many  years  in  that  locality.  Copies 
of  the  above  photographs  of  Mrs. 
Hamilton,  along  with  a  picture  of 
Rev.  Hamilton,  were  placed  in  a 
bronze  plaque  which  commemo- 
rates the  50-year  jubilee  of  that 
Brazilian  church. 

Upon  returning  to  this  country, 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Hamilton  were  en- 
gaged in  missionary  work  on  the 
West  Coast  up  to  the  time  of  his 
death.  Since  that  time,  Mrs.  Ham- 
ilton led  a  very  useful  life  and 
remained  active  until  about  three 
years  ago.  With  the  advancement 
of  age,  her  hearing  and  sight  is 
now  impaired.  She  now  resides  at 
her  home,  1211  East  Third  Street. 
Long  Beach,  Calif.,  where  she  cele- 
brated her  100th  birthday  on 
May  30,  1960.
